The failure of the Turkish government to 
so far locate or release Miss Stone has 
caused the very gravest ee gpg 
among her friends. Itais now thought cer- 
tain that unless she is ransomed or released 
before Oct. 8 the brigands will carry into 
execution their threat to marry her to one 
of their number or to kill her. 

Miss Stone has done a great work in the 
past 20 years.

QURTEEN DEATHS 
FROM POISON 


- 


Nine of These Have Occurred 
in a Single Family 


MRS. WITWER UNDER ARREST 


THREE OF HER HUSBANDS AND 
FIVE CHILDREN SUDDENLY 
EXPIRED. 


The Latest Is Her Sister, Who Came 
to Her Death Unexpectedly, Show- 
ing Symptoms of Arsenic 
Poisoning. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DAYTON, O., Oct. 27.—Mrs. Belle Witwer, 
47, four times married and widowed, has 
been arrested, following the death of her 
sister, Mrs. Emma C. Prugh, who expired 
Sunday, Sept. 29, under peculiar circum- 
stances. Her death was first ascribed Lo 
gastritis and she was ill only 48 hours. 

Mrs. Prugh owned property valued at 
$4000 and caused to be written a will in 
which she bequeathed the property to her 
mother. Her sickness assumed such a vio- 
lent form that she was incapable of sign- 
ing the testament, although a pen was put 
into her hand. Acting on the request ot 
her mother and another sister, Coroner H. 
H. Holden caused an autopsy to be per- 
formed. This disclosed the presence of ar- 
senic and copper in the. stomach and 
showed that the woman had probably died 
of arsenical poisoning. 

The coroner, in the further conduct of his 
inquiry, ascertained that as 14 persons re- 
lated to or associated with Mrs. Witwer 
have met sudden deaths and in each in- 
stance the symptons were those of ar- 
senical poisoning. 

Mrs. Witwer’s maiden name was Rich- 
mond. Her mother, 82 years old, resides in 
Michigan, but was here attending the fu- 
neral of Mrs. Prugh and was itn consulta- 
tion with the coroner. One married sister 
resides in this city and a third sister is in 
an insane asylum in New York. 

Mrs. Witwer’s first husband was Fred 
Svenger, who, according to the mother's 
Statement, died of smallpox. Two sons, 
who are in the Philippines, and a married 
daughter survive. But two other children 
by this union died suddenly. 

The next husband was Frank Brown, who 
died with symptoms of arsenical poison- 
ing. Three children born to them died un- 
der similar circumstances. William Stone, 
the next husband, died at Middletown, O., 
and.a postmortem showed arsenic in the 
stomach. 

The widow then came to Dayton, and 
while acting as housekeeper in different 
families five persons in these households 


died suddenly. 
She wharried A. J. Witwer in April last 


— his unexpected death took place in

RECISTRATION 1S VERY LIGHT 


Decrease of From 15,000 to 20,000 
Votes Indicated by Precinct 
Poll Books. 


A heavy decrease in the registered vote 
of the city is shown by the precinct poll- 
books, which are now being returned to 
the office of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners. 

The total registration will be known Tues- 
day morning after all the pollbooks, which 
must be returned to the office before Mon- 
day evening, are received. 

Estimates of the falling off in the regis- 
tration vary from 15,000 to 20,000. Secretary 
Louis Kunz of the election board believes 
that the losses will not average more than 
50 in each of the city’s 333 precincts. 

This would mean a decrease of 16,650. 

Some of the heaviest losses appear in 


the downtown wards. In precinct 1 of the 
Fourth ward the registration has dropped 
from 302 to 216. In the Eighth precinct of 
the same ward the number has fallen from 
392 to $17. 

One precinct, the first of the Third ward, 
shows an increase from 506 to 524. This is 
an exceptional case. 

In the Second precinct of the Twenty- 
eighth ward the decrease is from 550 ta 499. 
In the First spbreig ot of the Twenty-sey- 
enth the vote has fallen from 448 to 375. 

The First promee of the Twenty-sec- 
ond shows a loss of 22 votes. In the First 
ot engi of the Ninth the difference is 39 
votes 

Two reasons are advanced for the falling 
off in the registration totals. One is that 
reer | voters have moved since the last 
April election, and have failed to register 
from their new residences. The other is 
that little effort has beeri made by ward 
workers to bring out a full registration. 

Secretary Kunz believes that the first 
named reason explains most of the falling 
off in the registration. He sayg that the 
losses came from the erasure of names by 
the canvassing clerks, who found that 
many of the voters named on the books 
had moved since March. In cases where 
thees voters did not register again in their 
new precincts for the charter amendments 
election their names were lost. 

The total registration of last March was 
approximately 137,000.

1, That it has been clearly shown there 
was no unnecessary delay off Cienfuegos. 
Cay McCaila and Rear-Admiral Evans 
tefuified that while the secret code of sig- 
nais for communicating with the insurgents 
wak known, Admiral Sampson failed to no- 


tify Schley of the code. In consequenge of 
this Admiral Schley remained at Cienfuegos

In this connection he sald: “The Brook- 

lyn did all she could. She got into action 
just as quick as steam could carry her 
there. We commenced firing as soon as-the 
first gun on the port bow would bear and 
we kept the port battery firing until she 
turned with port helm through the arc, us- 
ing the aft guns until we got all the star- 
board guns to bear. .We got around as 
quickly as we could with port helm unti?P 
we almost paralleled the course of the lead- 
ing Spanish vessel, when the helm was 
eased and the ship steered a course parallel 
with Vizcaya, which was then the leading 
vessel, although the Maria Teresa was far- 
ther to the westward than the Vizcaya. She 
was standing at an angle in to the shore. 
When we got around the smoke was so 
dense nothing could be seen of anything in 
the rear of us. The three Spanish vessels 
we were then engaged with were the Viz- 
caya, the Colon and the Oquendo. The Viz- 
caya was about 100 yards on our starboard 
bow: the Colon probably was a little for- 
ward of the starboard beam. The Oquendo 
was abaft the starboard beam. We con- 
tinued in that direction, when I remarked 
to Capt. Cook that it seemed rather lonely 
for us out there. 
‘He was in the conning tower. He asked 
‘Why?’ I said that we were all alone with 
the three Spanish vessels and it seemed 
that it depended upon us to knock them 
out. At that time the smoke was so dense 
I could not see anything and I supposed 
that the New York, being away, the Brook- 
nA was steaming ahead of the slower ves- 
sels.

“He stepped out of the’conning tower and’ 
exclaimed to me: ‘What’s that off our star- 


board quarter?’ I looked in that direction 
and saw the heavy bow of a ship and said:

‘No, it could not be the Massachusetts; she 
has gone to Guantanamo.’ I Said: ‘It must 


be the Oregon,’ and he remarked: ‘God bless

The Colon grad- 
ually drew ahead, and also went in shore. 
I remember very well the time that the 
Vizcayi blanketed her from our fire. This

her helm and ran in shore. The Colon at 
this time had gained speed, and was in 
shore, I suppose, some seven miles. After 
passing the Vizcaya we steamed ahead and 
ceased firing. The men were allowed to 
come out of the turrets one at a time to get 
a breathing spell, although, of course, all 
guns were manned and everything ready, 
but the gaining upon the Colon was very 
Slow, in fact, she gained na eee on us. 
“This was about 11:15, when the Viscaya 
stood ‘for Acerraderos.

UNITED STATES WILL CONTROL 


FOREIGN NATIONS MAY USE THE 
“WATERWAY IN TIME OF PEACE. 


, 


During War This Country Reserves the 
Right to Protect It in Any Way 
Deemed Proper. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—The Record-Herald 
this morning prints a dispatch from its 
‘Washington correspondent in which he 
claims that the United States and Great 
Britain have reached an agreement con- 
cerning the isthmian canal question, and 


the new treaty will be presented to the 
Senate for its ratification early in the com- 
ing session. The substance of this treaty 
provides: ; 

1, For abrogation of the old Clayton-Bul- 
Wer treaty in’ toto. 

For a neutral isthmian canal, in case 
one be constructed by the United States, 
open in time of peace to the ships of ail 
nations upon equal terms. 

8. This néutrality is guaranteed by the 
United States alone, and other maritime 
powers are not invited to participate in 
Such guarantee. Great Britain is inferen- 
tially one of the guarantors, because she 
is a party to this treaty. 

4. in case of war the United States re- 
serves the right to take such steps for its 
Own protection as it may deem proper. 

The new treaty meets the principal ob- 
ections which were offered to the old Hay- 

auncefote convention which led to its re- 
jection by the Senate. 

While the principle of neutrality is as- 
Serted, the United States alone guarantees 
that neutrality, and no European powers 
are invited to give their assent to it. 

By the terms of the new treaty the United 
States may in time of war deal with the 
canal as it deems best for its own interests. 
It may close the canal to the ships of its 
enemies, and could, if it were thought ad- 
visable (which no one believes it ever will 
ay. fortify the channel of its termini. 

n the broad sense the isthmian water- 
way is to be ‘‘All-American.”” The United 
States is to build it and to have complete 
control of it, unhampered by onerous re- 
strictions. 

Ambassador Choate will bring to the 
United States a draft of the new treaty, 
and President Roosevelt will soon have it in 
his hands. The President will be able to 
discuss it in his forthcoming message to 
Congress. He warmly approve of it. It 
meets almost exactly tthe principle for

A MODEL CITY. 


The proposal of the Municipal Art Society of New York to erect 
a model city within the limits of the World’s Fair in 1903 should 
be heartily seconded by all believers in municipal progress. 

As outlined at the last mecting “the. object of the society is 
to show the people of the United States and of the world how a 
city should be built. It is proposed to show, for example, by 
mé@ans of a miniature city. how roads and streets should be laid 
out, how sewers should be built and how the corners of streets 
should be properly treated as regards lighting and numbering. It 
is also proposed to show how a city can be made more beautiful 
and how to utilize, toward that end, the public buildings of every 
city, large and small.” 

This is a practical and practicable suggestion. How to make the 
city clean, orderly and beautiful should be the study of every 
public spirited citizen. 

But there is something more—something which cannot be rep- 
resented or suggested by a’ World’s Fair exhibit. Knowing how 
to make a city clean, orderly and beautiful is vanity unless there 
4s the will to make it so. Knowing how to do is a shining ab- 
straction, dead as Ptolemy's astronomical theory, until the 
knowledge is vitalized by turning it into deed. , 

Here in St. Louis, for instance, «there are several persons an 
personages who have a pretty wit in this kind of knowledge. En- 
gineers, architects, landscape artists abound who might even sup- 
ply a few notions to the Municipal Art Society of New York. On 
the political side there are thinkers who have bulky notebooks 
full of ideas on n:unicipal government which are simply immense. 

Now, ‘what we need is a little society of enterprising and ener- 
getic men and women who shall translate these excellent ideas 
into fact. We have the wisdom; fill it up with will. And to the 
extent of our abi'ity within the limited time, let us make a real 

city which shall anticipate and surpass the model of the New 
York Municipal Art Society. 
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St. Louis still retains pre-eminence as a festival city. 
festivities of this week will be another proof of the fact. 
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LIGHT AS AN ODOR.

But is not the odor of a flower just as great a mystery? We 
are accustomed to it, therefore it seems simple and does not 
grouse our sense of wonder. And have not all things an odor 
peculiar to themselves? Yet we manifest no surprise at such 
odors. We are used to them. 

This new light has all the qualities of an odor, except that it 
affects the eye instead of the nose. There are odors, such as 
those of musk, ambergris, sandalwood, etc., that appear to be 
perpetual. They persist for centuries, without taking anything 
from their source or changing its composition. 

If the scientists could explain the nature of the odor of a violet, 
they would have made a material advance towards that under- 
standing of nature’s workings which has hitherto confounded 
human effort.

NEW RAILROADS IN CHINA. 


The following synopsis, compiled to date, 
of the railroads built, building, or pro- 
jected in China is by M. Gustave Rouvier 
and is condensed from le Monde Moderne 
(Paris) for Current Literature. 

The lines in operation jare: Shanghai to 
Wo-Sung (12% miles), traffic resumed since 
1898; Kai-Ping to Pe-Tang, Tientsin to a 
point 37% miles north of the Great Wall by. 
Chan-Hai-Wan with a branch road to Pe- 
kin (this line was built by an order of Li 


Hung Chang, issued in 1876; total length, 
300 miles.) 

Since 1897 concessions have been granted 
for the following lines: 

Russian line by Tsitsikhov, Kirin, Vliadi- 
vostok, with branch road to Port Arthur 
and Niou-Chouang. This line, begun in 
1897, will probably be completed in 1904 or 
1905; length from the Transbaikal country 
to Vladivostok, 891 miles. 

German liné: triangular road from Kiao- 
Chau to Tsi-Nan, Tsi-Nan to Yen-Chau 
and Yen-Chau to Kiao-Chau. The money 
was subscribed in Berlin in 1899; length, 624 
miles. 

Franco-Belgian line: Peking to Han-Kau, 
This is the first line the construction of 
which has been ordered by imperial edict; 
the loan was contracted in Paris and Brus. 
sels in April, 1899. In the northern part 
the road is completed and operated to Pao- 
Ting-Fou, 60 miles from Peking; the con- 
struction extends 6244 miles from Pao-Ting 
and the survey has been made 125 miles 
further south.
